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More School Room Needed 


A steady and substantial growth in 
the population of a city must involve 
either the erection of new school buildings 
or the overcrowding of accommodation. It 
is officially declared that every public 
school building in Edmonton is now con- 
gested. The high school situation is no 
better, perhaps worse, since the Victoria 
school, built to house 456 students, is now 
packed with 747. 

It is useless to suppose that in such 
conditions teachers can do their best work, 
or pupils make the best progress. Edmon- 
ton aS a result is likely to show up badly 
in comparison with other centres in the 
province when the school returns are pre- 
sented next summer. If that is not the 
case, the showing will be a high tribute to 
the efficiency of the teaching staff and 
the diligence of the students. 

A year ago the taxpayers rejected pro- 
posals of the school board to build a public 
school in Glenora and a high school in 
Westmount. In so doing they failed to 
take due account of the fact that Edmon- 
ton is and has been for several years a 
fairly fast growing city. New building 
bylaws, it is evident, will have to be sub- 
mitted next spring at the latest. They 
should get a better reception. 

What a Hope! 

Out of the hurricane of speculation 
that has engulfed Burope emerges a pre- 
diction that Britain, France, Germany and 
Italy may appoint themselves a board of 
management for that wretched continent; 
a sort of supervising and regulating au- 
thority in substitution for the League of 
Nations. The instinctive suspicion that 
this notion originated in a lunatic asylum 
is discounted by the fact that it seems to 
be taken pretty generally as engaging the 
serious attention of the Governments at 
London and Paris. 

Granted that Europe needs a board of 
control, and that the League has ceased 
to wield any authority there worth speak- 
ing of, who is it supposed would control 
this particular board, and for what ends? 
Can anyone imagine the fire-eating Fueh- 
rer and the dominant Duce taking orders 
or submitting to restraint from the mild- 
mannered Chamberlain and Daladier? As 
well appoint a couple of courteous gentle- 
men to round up a pair of gun-men and 
keep order in an old-time mining town. 

If a “big four’ bossed by Hitler and 
Mussolini is the best substitute for the 
league that European statesmen can think 
of, they may as well abandon hope of 
security and law and tell every continen- 
tal nation to take care of itself; for that 
would be the actual state of things under 
this quartet of appeasers and land-grab- 
bers. 


Reconstruction at Geneva 

Hon. Ernest Lapointe told the political 
commission at Geneva that Canada can- 
not countenance any League decision 
which would force the Dominion auto- 
matically to take military action against 
an aggressor. Neither, as a matter of 
fact, has any other member-nation ever 
accepted the view that the League is a 
super-authority with power to order it 
into war. And at present there is a con- 
certed action among the member-nations 
to deprive the League of any presumed 
authority to even call upon them to stop 
trading with an aggressor country or lend- 
ing it money. 

Perhaps the League should be a super- 
state, but it never has been in fact. Where 
it has been assumed to have over-riding 
powers, the assumption has invariably 
broken down when the testing time came. 
Now, on motion of Great Britain, it is pro- 
posed to revise the covenant s0 as to make 
clear that the imposing of sanctions is a 
matter for each member-nation to decide 
for itself as occasion arises. If the mem- 
bers will not be bound to impose sanctions 
they certainly will not be bound to supply 
troops to fight at the League's bidding. 

Like some of Europe's frontiers, the 
League is now in the “melting pot.” In 
whatever form it emerges, there would be 
no advantage is perpetuating the idea of 
over-lordship, which at best was only 
fantasy and at the worst was sheer pre- 
tence. 


A Question of Terms 


That the shadow of war hangs over 
Europe is not because Hitler wants Sude- 
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tenland; Britain and France have agreed 
to give him that, and have induced 
Czechoslovakia to make the sacrifice. It 
was not theirs to give, but that consid- 
eration is not now the point of practical 
importance; the thing has been done. The 
issue now is when and how the transfer is 
to be made, and upon what conditions. The 
surrender is not to be an unconditional 
surrender. 

What terms are required of the Fueh- 
rer the world has not been told offi- 
cially. Since they are objectionable to 
him it may be assumed they would re- 
strict his “march to the east’ toward the 
Ukraine objective he long ago named. And 
since he does not want to pledge himself 
it may be also suspected that he does not 
see his way clear to side-step the new 
obligations with impunity, as he did the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

The Fuehrer of course would like to 
move his army into Sudetenland now, and 
talk about other things afterward. There 
was no indication that he would not be 
allowed to do so until the new Czech Gov- 
ernment threw a monkey-wrench into the 
proceedings by ordering a general mobili- 
zation and declaring it would fight if Hit- 
ler’s troops crossed the border. That left 
France, Russia and Britain no option but 
to respond that they would fight too, as 
per their mutual assistance agreements. 

In military terms, France and Britain 
gave up the first line without a struggle. 
But—thanks to Czechoslovakia’s refusal 
to be thrown to the wolves—they are 
making a stand on the second line. With 
a chance that, after pondering the valu- 
able concession he has gained at no cost 
and the success with which he has bluffed 
the Powers in the past, the wily Fuehrer 
will sign on the dotted line. 


The one attempt made in Canada to 
permanently remedy unemployment is the 
plan of assisting relief families to re-locate 
themselves on land. It is good news that 
this year 118 families have been so assist- 
ed in Alberta, by co-operation of the Dom- 
inion and the province with municipalities. 
This is a policy which can be continued 
indefinitely, with advantage to the coun- 
try. 

A despatch from Prague says it was 
dangerous to speak English in the streets 
of that city Thursday evening, while li- 
cense plates were torn from English motor 
cars by crowds of people furious over the 
surrender of Sudetenland. Nothing is said 
about popular resentment being shown to- 
ward French visitors, though France was 
bound by a special treaty to protect the 
country while Britain was not. John Bull

Beavers don't even affront the lumberman. 
By a happy provision of Nature they love best 
the bark of trees of little or no commercial 
value—aspen, cotton-wood, willow, birch and 
alder. 

Beavers are not all as wise or as industrious 
as our romantic school-books would have us 
believe. Like other people who wear expensive 
fur coats, the beaver people vary in intelligence, 
industry, good nature, family consciousness and 
the social graces. They've even been known, 
says Donald Culross Peattie, to build their dams 
the wrong way round in streams, and stop 
the natural course and flow of water. He tells 
of one irrigation farmer in California who got 
so annoyed at the insistence of the creatures in 
trying to dam up his irrigation ditch that 
finally, in desperation, he tried spanking then 
After a few good paddlings it seemed to sink in 
to their intelligence that the farmer preferred 
to have his ditch left in unimproved condition. 
They stopped working on it. That's more 
intelligence than some humans have, who keep 
on making the same mistake and taking punish- 
ment, without learning their lesson. 

Grey Owl, the Canadian Indian from Bow 
Bells, who did marvels with beavers, agrees that 
they vary very much as human beings in intelli- 
gence and willingness to work. One advantage 
they have over human beings, that earns our 
envy—their marvellous teeth which they use as 
chisels, are self-repairing. 

With a continually lowering water table, all 
our western provinces could do with the dam- 
ming up of myriad watercourses, to preserve a 
water-supply. Killing of the beaver is one of 
the causes of our lowered watersupply. Even if 
some are foolish and others are lazy, it would be 
a good investiment to turn hundreds of beaver 
families loose in our prairie marshes and water- 
courses, and protect them while they work to 
save our land and crops from*hopeless drought.

London, Eng.—(By Mail)—In view of the 
fuss being made about the Freethinkers’ eonfer- 
ence, to be held in London this month, elderly 
people might well have thought themselves back 
in the eighties again. 

“Freethinker,” in this country, is generally 
held to connote “atheist.” Few people call them- 
selves out and out atheists now- 
adays, but theré were a number 
who did @0 then and thereby 
acquired a cértain amount of 
notoriety, 

The chief leader was the late 
Charles Bradlaugh. He was 
elected to Parliament, but aa, 
being a professing atheist, he 
would not take the oath, was 
refused admission. This was in 
4. B. NORCROSS 1880 and the controvérsy raged 
Tt was still at its héight when the 
Freethinkers’ conference last met in London, if 
1887, but Bradlaugh had by that time been 
allowed to take his seat in the House of Commone 
after being unseated, and re-elected annually by 
Notthampton half-a-dozen times. 

The spectacle of an avowed atheist sitting in 
parliament and making laws for Britain was 
simply appalling to a great many people, who 
talked as if they deemed a rain of firé and brim- 
stone from Heaven might any day be the nation’s 
punishment for this impiety. 

Bradlaugh, however, had the satisfaction of 
seeing his Affirmation bill made law before he 
died, but he had passed on when, in 1891, Glad- 
stone himself moved the Religious Disabilities 
Removal Bill. Recalling the controversy, which 
had then burnt itself out, the great statesman 
said: 

“We remember with what zeal it was prose- 
cuted; we remember how summarily it was 
dropped; we remembér also what reparation has 
been done within the last few days to the dis- 
tinguished man who was the immediate object of 
that controversy. But does anybody who hears 
me believe that that controversy, so prosecuted 
and so abandoned, was beneficial to the Christian 
religion?”

Eezema is marked by inflammation of the 
skin and is caused by a systemic toxeinia, It is 
characterized by itching, burning and the form- 
ation of various kinds of skin lesions. It is sig- 
nificant that the Greek word for eczema means 
“bubbling out” and when eczema is present, there 
is considerable reason to believe that poisons 
from within the body are actually bubbling out 
through the skin. 

Any treatment directed to the irritated sur- 
face will not reach the real cause of the trouble 
and will probably produce only short felief, To 
relieve this type of skin irritation permanently, 
it is necessary to first remove the basic cause. 
The chief cause of eczema is a systemic toxemia 
induced by wrong habits of living such as over- 
eating, the over-consumption of sugars and 
starches, the use of inharmonious food combina- 
tions, constipation, ete. The best treatment I have 
found is that treatment which will eliminate the 
toxins and the most rapid way to bring about 
such elimination is to make use of some form of 
the fast. 

Chronic eezema is the more common type and 
may prove troublesome over a period of years, 
however, eczema may also occur in an acuté 
form, marked by an acute inflammatory skin 
condition. Chronic eczema may be accompanied 
by skin blemishes of various kinds, including 
pimples, blisters, and pimples topped with pus. 
The patches may spread, or the old ones may 
dry up as the new ones break out. 

In some forms there is considerable oozing of 
a sticky liquid which when driéd on linen will 
cause stiffening of the fabric. This type is re- 
ferred to as “weeping” eczema. There is another 
type referred to as “dry” in which no oozing 
occurs, Eczema may produce crusting, scaling, 
or hardening of the skin. 

Exzema is well-known for its power to cause 
a terrific itching of the skin and this itching may 
be so intense that the patient has all he can do to 
keep from scratching vigorously. This itching 
may be accompanied by a burning, stinging, or 
smarting sensation. Usually there is considerable 
redness. 

This skin disease is found at every age, from 
infaney right through to old age. However, the 
disorder is not contagious. 

Eczema usually clears up without difficulty 
when a fasting and dieting treatment is used. 
The patient should take a five-day fast on fruit 
juice, and is advised to drink plenty of water in 
between the fruit juice feedings. A daily enema 
must be taken while fasting. After the conclu- 
sion of the fast, the adoption of a restricted diet 
will prove beneficial. 

A local treatment which is often helpful and 
which may be used to supplement the systemic 
treatment is the treatment given with the ultra 
violet ray light. This is particularly good in 
chronic cases and the skin should be exposed for 
a sufficient length of time to cause a peeling off 
process which will bring out the fresh, clear, 
healthy skin from underneath.

My view of this capitulation makes a great 
war inevitable unless we ourselves surrender. 
When war comes we will be friendless and dis- 
credited instead of being, as we might have been, 
liberators of western civilization, defenders of 
freedom and a bulwark for assuréd peace.—

When the Book of Common Praise 
was adopted by the bishops, clergy 
and lay delegates Sept. 26, 1908, its 
opening hymn by Bishop Heber, 
“Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God Al- 
mighty!" was sung by the whole 
general synod as an act of praise 
to God and amid a scene of intense 
enthusiasm. 

The success of the Hymnal was 
So fine that it was followed by the 
Prayer Book for Canada, And now, 
after 30 years, the Hymna] has been

“One of the phases against 
which men cavil is ‘the blood of 
Christ’; and true it has been mis- 
used and hardened into grotesque 
and revolting dogma, but we can 
never part with it, for it is very 
sacred and very simple and very 
deep.” 

MEETING PLACE 

It keeps Christianity from  be- 
coming superficial and common- 
place; it is the meeting place of 
tod and man on the ground of 
God's self-sacrifice. The blood of 
Christ is the life of Christ, Mr. 
Cameron further. stated. 

“When man in his extremity con- 
siders the sins that are passed, the 
life full of deeds and words which 
when they have passed from his 
hand and mouth, he can never 
touch again; there is one great 
yearning .. . the forgiveness of sin; 
and when a man sincerely seeks 
that, there is only one word which 
can be said: ‘Jesus Christ died for 
you, you are made new in the blood 
of Christ’,” he concluded. 


FIRST BAPTIST 

At First Baptist church Rev. 
Stone spoke of a “design for living” 
Sunday evening, when he urged 
the necessity of having a purpose in 
one’s life. Taking his text from St. 
Paul’s words, “I must see Rome,” he 
said that Paul had had a states- 
man’s vision; that he saw Rome with 
its huge centres and teeming popu- 
lation, as a field for Christianity, 
and he kept pushing westward until 
he had finally arrived at the eternal 
city, which was the goal of his de- 
sire. 

“Using the phrase, ‘Has Hitler 
Got You Down,” Mr, Stone said, 
that in present day conditions 
with their threat of war, it was 
difficult for people to drive for- 
ward in their work with enthus- 
lasm, 


He referred to the fact that the 
brutality of present day war cam- 
paign had shocked the senses of 
the people, and that there was a 
tenseness prevailing amongst the 
masses which made it difficult to 
have an eager design for life. 
Nevertheless, this is a prime neces- 
sity. as in the case of Paul. It gave 
direction and strength and happi- 
ness to one’s life, the minister con- 
cluded.
